Most of them gave no 
clue to their alignment. 
The authors of this column make 
no claim to prescience or infallibil- j 
ity, but on the basis of personal I 
surveys and other firsthand sourc- i 
es, it looks as if Roosevelt will be 
elected for a third term. 
The election will be extremely I 
close in so many states that a1- I 
most anything 
can happen, but 
Roosevelt has the advantage of a 
big bloc of Southern and Western 
states which 
probably will give 
him a sure lead 
to 208 electoral I 
votes. 
This is a handicap which 
will be hard for Willkie to over- j 
come. 
Since 
266 electoral votes are I 
necessary to win, Roosevelt needs 
to pick up only 58 additional vot­ 
es from doubtful states to reelect I 
him for another four years.
